Rain Halts Supplies Of 
Home-grown Vegetables 


EAVY rains over most of the country 
reduced supplies of nearly all home- 
grown commodities last week and the lighter 
arrivals cleared readily. This was particu- 
larly apparent at Covent Garden where all 
green vegetables especially peas, cauliflowers 
and runner beans sold at much firmer rates. 
Peas were also dearer at Manchester al- 
though cauliflowers and cabbage eased 
slightly. 
Although the strawberry season has vir- 
tually finished, supplies reaching the mar- 


| kets all cleared easily at firm values, Other 
| soft fruit found a strong demand. Rasp- 


berries were in short supply at Glasgow and 
prices were firm. This was also true at 
Birmingham. 

Supplies of last season’s cooking apples 
were dwindling and those available were 
generally expensive. At Covent Garden, the 
first of this season’s crop were on offer and 
demand for Early Victorias and Grenadiers 
exceeded supply. Supply of imported dessert 
apples improved and a wide variety was 
offered at firm prices. 

The change in the weather reduced the 
demand for salads. Lettuce, tomatoes and 
cucumbers al! sold more cheaply at all 
centres.

Plenty of Farms for 


Sale—Prices Steadier 


UBSTANTIAL numbers of farms 
have still been coming forward for 
sale and it is generally agreed that aver- 
age prices have hardly been up to last 
year’s levels.

Cover Before 


The Bombardment 


STRONG attack on inflation is to be mounted by the Government. 


And 


the war waged is bound to lead to some deterioration in business prospects. 

Already the market has retreated hastily in anticipation of the effects. But 
quite a few investors will still be looking for cover before the bombardment 
begins. Defence has become the keynote of investment policies. But some of the 
favoured shelters used in the past are being considered inadequate to-day. 


Once upon a time, if disinflationary 
moves threatened, gilt edged were almost 
automatically selected for protection. But 
recently the market has been showing that 
Government bonds have been thought as 
vulnerable as anytliing. 

In part this has been due to special 
factors. Soon the Trustee Investments 
Bill will become law. And it is feared 
there will be a lot of switching from gilts 
to ordinary shares. 


Just how much use trustees will make 
of their new powers remains to be seen. 
Quite a few may have had their con- 
fidence in equities shaken. And they 
may find a lack of urgency to move out 
ri edged until the industrial out- 
l brightens up. 


Also dampening confidence in gilt 
edged is the threat of a devaluation of 
the pound. But this threat will be re- 
duced if the Government really takes a 
stand against inflation. 


Severe Measures 

Popular belief is that Mr, Selwyn Lloyd 
has convinced his Cabinet colleagues of 
the need for severe measures. Should a 
tough line be pursued foreign opinion 
would be favourably influenced and the 
pressure on sterling relieved. 

On balance, therefore, the probability is 
that near term developments will help . 
gilt edged if they help anything. 

None of the steps likely to be taken 
by the Chancellor will help industrials. 
Cuts in Government spending, higher in- 
direct taxes, use of the payroll tax, an 
intensified squeeze on credit, etc., will 


either reduce demand or increase business 
costs. 

The prospect is that businessmen will 
have to fight harder for orders and 
accept lower profit margins. 

Sharply lower share prices have already 
gone some way to discounting the emerg- 
ence of much more difficult trading con- 
ditions. Even so, there may be further 
falls before the year is out and a very 
cautious approach to investment is still 
required. 

Portfolios should be shaped along 
defensive lines. A variety of securities 
should be held so that risk is well spread. 
Gilt edged, or other high-quality fixed 
interest holdings, deserve a place in in- 
vestment lists, 

Most investors will choose to keep the 
bulk of their funds in equity interests. 
Defensive stocks will be favoured. An 
excellent example of a defensive invest- 
ment is the convertible fixed interest 
security. Provided it has been issued by 
a good class company with sound long- 
term prospects and is reasonably valued, 
it is hard to beat. 


Convertible 

One that quickly comes to mind is City 
Centre Properties new convertible loan. 
Dealings commenced last week and a 
small premium was established. Holders 
of the loan will get a chance to convert 
into ordinary in 1962, 1963 and 1964. If 
the share price doesn’t rise sufficiently 
over that period to make conversion a 
profitable proposition there should still be 
no great risk to capital. For the loan will

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THE EDITORS’ VIEWS 


HALF WAY IN 
BUILDINGS 


YEAR old this month, the Agricultural 
Research Council’s farm buildings pro- 
ject (see page 55, this issue) has turned 

out to be an amalgam of the housemaid’s baby 
and the curate’s egg: only a little one, but 
quite good in parts. 

The A.R.C. decision to finance building research 
on the farm rather than at a full-blown experi- 
mental centre was born of expediency. They 
bowed to public opinion to the extent that up 
to a 50 per cent grant of capital cost is being 
made to 27 farmers who have, so far, submitted 
approved plans for buildings, on their farms, 
which incorporate ideas about which informa- 
tion is needed. 


In return for the cash, the farmer keeps records 
which will enable the A.R.C. farm buildings 
unit to assess maintenance and labour costs 
and environmental effects upon stock. 


That is good. The initiative in research comes 
from the farmer, for the A.R.C. formulates its 
programme in the light of commercial demand. 
Trials are conducted in the workaday atmo- 

. sphere of the ordinary holding. And the results 
will be realistic in as much as they are a true 
reflection of the impact of normal management 
and labour on a new technique. 


But, we are warned, these results will not 
generally be available until 1964 in the case of 
the larger stock housing trials nor will the 
location of the trials be revealed. 


That is not good enough. Scientists are too 
scared of presenting a report which is not 
cast-iron. We are not the fools they think us. 
A man making a success of a £50,000 enter- 
prise in today’s cold climate is at least as 
capable as a sheltered Whitehall academic of 
putting a proper value upon the qualifications 
of a provisional finding. 

Let us be given progress reports. 

Furthermore, a man who is having half the cost 

of his new building paid should be willing to 

allow controlled parties of selected visitors to 
see what is happening. Is there any reason

why these on-the-farm research projects should 
not be treated as were the pilot farms—places 
where people can go and look and ask. 

So much for the curate’s egg. What about the 
housemaid’s baby? What agriculture needs 
in farm building research is not a small, albeit 
viable child concealed in a Silsoe attic, but a 
big bouncing baby. 

In other words, the A.R.C. scheme goes only part 
of the way. An important part, certainly, in 
trying out new techniques on the farm, al- 
though a little belatedly. Yet a great gap 
remains, for instance, in our knowledge of 
constructional methods and materials. 

That is bad. And is the necessary fundamental, 
as opposed to on-farm, research for our in- 
dustry being done by the Government 
Research Centre at Watford? We wonder. 

Finally, the farm builder should have his own 
demonstration centre (a job for a Royal perma- 
nent site perhaps?) where both research and 
commerce can display the tools and the tech- 
niques of efficient and labour-saving buildings.

the fringe areas where the pest is new. 

Which is a great pity for it is where 
it is only thinly spread that there is 
most chance of a rapid victory. But 
that means working all round the 
rotation. 


Not a Pipe-dream 


RIESIAN steers finishing at 
weights of around 9cwt at 
9-10 months on a diet consisting mainly 
of barley sound an attractive proposi- 
tion, particularly if the barley market 
is in the doldrums again next year. 
Interim results from a trial still in 
progress at the Rowett Research Insti- 
tute seem to suggest that such inten- 
sive beef production is not just a pipe- 
dream. 

The calves used are from neighbour- 
ing farms and are early weaned on to 
a milk equivalent. Then from two 
weeks to 200lb live weight they are on 
a diet of flaked maize, bruised oats, 
molasses, fish and soya bean meals, 
minerals, vitamins and antibiotics. 


With Bicarbonate 


The high concentrate ration is 
introduced at 200Ib live weight and the 
bulk of this is rolled barley. I am told 
that the research chaps at the Rowett 
found that one of the problems of 
feeding such a ration without any 
roughage was that the cattle just didn’t 
eat enough. 

This problem seems to have been 
overcome by feeding sodium bicarbon- 
ate in the mixture. The protein pro- 
portion of the diet consists of l4cwt 
of soya bean meal and jcwt of fish 
meal to 183cwt of barley until 550lb 
live weight, when it is reduced to lcwt 
of soya. Actually, I am told, this policy 
of reducing protein may be modified 
and animals under this system, unlike 
most finishing beasts, are still laying 
down lean rather than fat even in the 
latter stages. 

Dicalcium phosphate, limestone, salt, 
vitamins A and D and cobalt sulphate 
are included right up to finishing. 
They get an implant of hexoestrol at 
5501b live weight. 


Potential Profit 


Housing, by the way, is quite 
simple. The ordinary courts or large 
covered yards are used without frills 
and the cattle are penned in small 
bunches. 

It seems that a number of producers 
are giving the system a trial. I shall 
look forward to hearing some farm 
results and experiences. If, as I have 
heard, there is a profit of £15-£20 a 
beast to be had this way the matter is 
worth looking into. 

Of course these figures depend very 


much on the price of the calf and the 
price of barley—beasts will eat about 
30cwt of the concentrate mixture per 
head from 200Ib to slaughter. And, 
one more vital question, will people 
like to eat this light coloured meat? 


Pound of Flesh 


AST year, about this time, I 
got into hot water with 
Essex pig breeders. All on the touchy 
business of coloured pigs, bacon car- 
cases and Tendring Hundred show. 
My jolt appears to have been effec- 
tive; this year’s Tendring Hundred 
show saw the Essex breed’s biggest ever 
entry, 31, in this class. 
Pll take my pound, of flesh (Essex 
County Quality bacon please!) in due 
course. 


Less Kale About 


Y seedsmen friends have 

been telling me that, judg- 
ing from the seed sales, there must 
have been a considerable reduction in 
kale acreage again this season. This is 
probably due to the increasing use of 
grass silage, in the desire to avoid the 
foot trouble which accompanied strip 
grazing kale last winter. 

Apart, however, from planned reduc- 
tions of acreage several people have 
told me that they have found it impos- 
sible to get a plant in this dry season. 
Once again it seems to be the early 
bird that catches the worm! 


Not Yet Solid 


HANGES in the producer’s 

attitude to marketing came 
up when I was talking to an official of 
a farmer-owned co-operative trading 
society the other day. I asked why it 
did not deal in marketing other than a 
sma!l amount of grain. Would mem- 
bers not be only too glad to sell 
through the medium of their own 
organization, I said. 

He admitted that there had been 
some considerable changes in outlook 
on this point in the last year but he 
was quite sure that the time was still 
not ripe for the society to try to set 
up a large-scale marketing enterprise. 
There would not be a sufficiently solid

and unbending backing yer, he 
thought. This was the opinion of a 
man who has a lot of contact with many 
farmers. 

So it seems that a lot of people have 
yet to realize that strength to face a 
future full of question marks will come 
from numbers and co-operation. Farm- 
ing needs to be a business on a big 
scale, big enough to match the concerns 
from which we buy and t») whom we 
sell.

WHITE clover seed grower 
tells me that he has been 
having a great deal of difficulty in ob- 
taining sufficient stocks of bees to 
ensure proper pollination. With his 


experience he obviously feels that this 
is very important, for he tells me that 
he is prepared to hire stocks. 

I should not have thought he would 
have had much trouble at the premium 
which he was talking about.

LONG-TERM plan by the trustees of the Chatsworth Settlement to re- 
group 14 holdings totalling 1,050 acres of land in North Staffordshire, 
around the village of Wetton, near Leek, into four dairy farms with a basic

estate. 

Mr. Read told 250 farmers, landowners 
and tenants of the estate at a meeting on 
one of the two farms where a start has 
been made to the plan, Yew Tree Farm, 
Wetton, that the farms could be expanded 
as circumstances warranted. 

Following the death of the Duke of 
Devonshire 11 years ago, Mr. Read said, 
death duties faced the estate with a major 
problem, and it was decided that among 
other steps the very fragmented Wetton 
properties. which had been part of the 
estate since about 1600 A.D., should be 
revised 

It was the feeling of the estate, as it was 
generally with landowners, that, as an in- 
vestment, holdings should be bigger and 
more compact. It was far better, they 
thought, for smaller holdings to be run 
by owner-occupiers. 


Mainly Dairying 
The Wetton area was mainly dairying, 
and during the enclosures the farms had 


been built up in scattered bits and 
pieces. This provided particular diffi- 
culties. Main roads, however, provided 


natural boundaries which could be utilized 
in the re-grouping. 

“Before dealing with the buildings, 
however,’ Mr. Read said, “We have to 
have an overall plan so as to obtain effici- 
ent utilization of the capital involved. 


“Our idea is that over the next 30 to 
40 years or sO, as tenancies are re- 
linquished through natural causes, we will 
re-group the land so that ultimately we 
shall have a pattern of four basic farms 
of some 150 acres each with perhaps one 
or two small steadings and with other 
land being available for joining up to the 
basic farms as development needs arise. 

“In 1956 the 14 holdings here 
averaged 77 acres. Last year the average 
had risen to 97 acres, and before long it 
will be over 100 acres.” 


Frame Buildings 


The buildings to be provided would be 
on the frame principle, designed for the 
particular farming needs of the area. 

“For example, this is not a corn-grow- 
ing district,” said Mr. Read, “and if we 
were to provide buildings needing the use 
of a lot of straw we should face tenants 
with the problem of having to buy it in.” 

Financing would be done by a realis- 
tic ploughing back of rents, by the in- 
troduction of a certain amount of extra 
capital from sales of land elsewhere, 
from farm improvement grants, and tax 
concessions. 

“Rents will have to be realistic,” said 
Mr. Read, “but in return we shall give 
well laid-out farms and buildings where 
work-study can be applied to obtain 
maximum production at the minimum 
labour cost.” 

Fragmentation, he said, was one of the 
biggest difficulties the small farmer had 


G. Read, agent to the 


to face. He had not the resources of an 
estate, and their own estate, he felt, had 
a considerable responsibility to try to plan 
the whole thing. If the land were to be 
sold part by part any chance of useful 
grouping into economic holdings would be 
lost for ever. 

‘The tenants need not worry,” Mr. 
Read said. “The re-grouping will come 
about eventually, but when it does it will 
not hurt anyone.” 

The initial operation of the plan has 
involved attaching the buildings origin- 
ally belonging to Yew Tree Farm to an 
adjacent holding, Redhurst Farm, and 
providing a new set of buildings for Yew 
Tree. Certain portions of land have been 
re-allocated, and both holdings are com- 
pact and easily workable.

FTER a period of nearly three years 
a settlement has been reached in a 
dispute involving some 154 acres of land 
in Huntingdon, the subject of a com- 
pulsory purchase order served on the 
Hinchingbrooke Vested Estates in 1956.

Mechanism Enables Bacon Producers to 
Check Conversion Rates 


LOSE control of feeding rates and conditions was the main objective Mr.

Experimental Building Scheme Gives £30,000 
Grants For New and Converted Structures 


EXT winter about 1,200 head of cattle, mainly dairy cows, will be lying 
—experimentally—-on slatted floors installed throughout Britain as part of 
an Agricultural Research Council granted-aided scheme of on-the-farm 
research. Under this scheme, now a year old, grants of up to 50 per cent are 
made towards the capital cost of buildings, new or meer, designed for experi- 


ment. 

So far, about £30,000 has been allocated 
towards the cost of £100,000 worth of 
farm building in respect of the 27 applica- 
tions approved of the 177 received. Fifty- 
iwo of the applications are still under con- 
sideration. 

Projects in hand deal with six separate 
farm building problems; labour and straw 
economy in cattle housing; poultry laying- 
house floors; hill sheep houses; bulk fer- 
ulizer storage; bulk fodder handling; and 
pig housing. 


Most Advanced 

Of these, the cattle housing project is 
the most advanced. This, in the present 
climate of opinion, naturally revolves 
around the slatted floor, and the compara- 
tive merits of deep or shallow dung pits, 
liquid manure pits, or gravity-flowing 
semi-solid manure chambers—but three 
buildings are experimenting with solid 
floors, without bedding, either heated or 
insulated. 

In one buildirig, self-fed silage is to be 
made on the slats, with a two-fold pur- 
pose: to keep the feeding face area clean 
and to discourage cows lying at the face. 

Seventeen building applications in this 
project have now been approved. Capital 
costs range from £200 for a small conver- 
sion to £11,000 for a complete dairy unit; 
herd size varies from 40 to 
120; and farm sizes are be- 
tween 79 and 479 acres. 

It is unlikely that any fur- 
ther grants will be made for 
slatted floors. 

This slatted-fioor trial is to 
investigate all the important 
aspects of the problem: capital 
and maintenance costs, litter 
and labour economy, effect on 
milk yield and herd life, short 
and long-term level of injuries, 
the degree of comfort and 
cleanliness which slats pro- 
vide; and the alternative uses 
to which they can be put. 


Three Winters 


The trials will extend over 
three winters, so final findings 
will not be available until 
1964. In no case can results 
be assessed against controls 
running alongside, but they 
will be examined in relation to 
previous experience. 

Other trials are less ad- 
vanced than the slatted-floor 
experiments. Three applica- 
uons for hill-sheep houses have 
been grant-aided, but these are 
mainly extensions of current 
Rowett research work. 

They are designed to dis- 
cover the capital and mainten- 
ence costs of ewe hogg houses, 
their effect on live weight gain, 


wool weight aad lamb crop, the useful life 
of the ewe and general thriftiness and foot 
condition. 

Only one application has yet been 
approved for the project to investigate 
buildings and equipment for bulk fer- 
tilizers on the farm; but three plans have 
been approved for experiments in bulk 
cattle feed handling and mechanical feed- 
ing. 

These concern auger and conveyor belt 
feeding. They are to be regarded as pilot 
trials for a full-blown experiment begin- 
ning in the winter of 1962-63. 

With this in mind, the A.R.C. farm 
buildings section are several 


cations in abeyance so that the final selec- 
tion will give a balanced picture of the 
whole of the bulk feeding problem: 

In the poultry trials, 3,000-4,000 
hatchery layers will be on wire-mesh, slats 
or deep litter houses to test costs, labour, 
production and egg hatchability under the 
three systems. 


First List Only 


The A.R.C. farm buildings unit, at a 
conference in London last week, empha- 
sized that this is only a first list of pro- 
jects. They expect the initiative for re- 
search to come from the farmer, and will 
welcome the submission of provisional 
ideas for experimental buildings for 
grants of up to 50 per cent of cost, 

This will enable fhem to work out a 
programme which will meet the practical 
needs of the man on the spot. 

As was said at this conference, “the 
A.R.C. are really providing the scientific 
background and part of the finance for 
selected farmers to pioneer building re- 
search in the place where it’s most valu- 
able—the farm itself.”

GANG-MOWING INSTEAD OF SHEEP 


ANG-MOWING may prove an alter- 
native to the traditional continuous 
grazing by sheep to obtain good yields of 
seed from wild white clover and ryegrass 
pastures. Farmers in Kent with limited 


numbers of sheep have difficulty in keep- 
ing pastures closely grazed up to the end 
of May before closing up. 

Experiments this year at Wye College 
with gang-mowing at ten-day intervals or 


with cutting for silage in the third week 
of May have produced more seed-heads 
of clover than those pastures grazed in 
the traditional manner. Yields of ryegrass 
seed will be lower, however. 

Mr. R. J. Haggar, who conducted the 
trials, said at a College field day that 
cutting had the advantage of inducing 
more even growth of clover and, by pro- 
ducing longer stalks, made harvesting 
easier.

Sprayed Against Wild Oats 


Bulk Handling 
Cereals Cuts 
Labour Force 


IX men are all that are needed to run 
1,200 acres of arable, thanks to a high 
degree of mechanization. Mr. Ronald 
Farquharson, of Bussey Stool Farm, Tar- 
rant Gunville, Dorset, says that bulk 
handling is the main factor with such a 
small staff. 

Mr. Farquharson, who has been chair- 
man of the N.F.U. cereals committee for 
the past 14 years, told 300 farmers on a 
farm walk organized by Fisons Fertilizers, 
Ltd., that he was able to store 500 tons of 
cereals in bulk. 

Half his barley—about 200 tons—was 
sold for malting. Wheat and oats gave 
a better return for storing. 

A large part of the farm was formerly 
densely wooded and was cleared during 
the early war years to eradicate rabbits. 
Sherman tanks did much of the clearing. 

Three factors enabled such land to grow 
useful cereal crops—the use of heavy 
“prairie buster” ploughs, the combine 
drill to make up phosphate and potash 
deficiency and the use of balanced com- 
pound fertilizers. 


HEAVIER PEA CROPS 


Irrigation trials at the Pea Research 
Station, Peterborough, have shown that 
an inch of water applied either immedi- 
ately before or after sowing can result in 
substantial increases in yield. Varieties of 
peas only very slightly susceptible to 
downy mildew are given as Canner No. 99 
(green-seeded), Charles 1, Dark Skin Per- 
fection, Onward, Pauli, Perfected Freezer 
and Rondo Victory Freezer.

Mr. N. J. Mott, Denmark Farm, Hard- 
ingham, Norwich, with 24 acres of Herta 
barley and six acres of spring wheat 
sprayed, enthusiastically put the effect 
as “a 99.9 per cent kill.” 

“T’ve had the farm for eight years,” 
he said, “and this is the first time I’ve 
been able to see the barley on this field 
at this time of year. 


“A big relief” was Mr. Tom Black’s 
verdict at Red House Farm, Bacton, 
Suffolk.

PROUTED potato seed yielded two 

tons an acre more than unsprouted 
seed in a series of N.A.A:S. trials carried 
out in the Eastern counties with crops of 
eatfly King Edwards. With late crops, 
sprouting increased yields by more than 
three tons an acre. 


The three-year trials gave average yields 
from sprouted seed as 13 tons 2cwt an 
acre with early crops and 11 tons 10cwt 
with late crops. 


Corresponding yields for 


unsprouted seed were 11 tons 2cwt and 
8 tons 8cwr. 

Early planting of sprouted seed gave the 
highest yields in most of the trials. Later 
planting gave a much poorer return on the 
whole. 

Two methods of sprouting were em- 
ployed—in a greenhouse and under 
fluorescent lights in a barn. There was 
little difference in the resulting yield 
whichever method was used. 
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from a small area sprayed during rain. 
Here the wild oats flourished. 

Rika barley was also effectively sprayed 
by Mr. S. A. Edwards, Tiptofts Farm, 
Badwell Ash, Bury St. Edmunds—and 
was accidentally given an almost-double 
dose without showing adverse effect so far. 

A greater total acreage would have 
been sprayed but for wind and rain dur- 
ing a vital 10 days when much of the 
wild oat growth generally was at the 
viable and critical 14-2} leaf stage. 


Effective Tool 


But this year’s farm-scale experience 
shows that farmers now have an effective 
new tool to add to their cultivation tech- 
niques in controlling wild oats. Those 
who have used it this year in East Anglia 
generally agree that where they expect a 
high wild oat population they will be 
prepared to spray in future, possibly in 
successive years, to reduce the amount of 
infestation. 

Thus a new husbandry approach to 
the wild oat problem could emerge. 
Instead of having to grow roots to pro- 
vide the opportunity to get rid of an 
excessive wild oat population by spray- 
ing and cuitivating, the line of attack 
in the future might be a deliberate 
wheat or barley crop that can be 
sprayed to gtve 80 to 95 per cent con- 
trol in one year in one operation.

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MISUNDERSTANDING” 


No Threat Intended at Tory Meeting—Mr. Woolley 


HERE has been some misunderstanding about 

what Mr. Harold Woolley said at a private meet- 

ing of the Conservative Agricultural Committee 
at the House of Commons last week, writes Our 
Political Correspondent. 


It occurred towards the end of the meeting, at which 


about 60 M.P.s heard Mr. Woolley and Mr. E. Gar- 
dener, Chairman of the Horticultural Commitiee, re- 
state the N.F.U.’s view that the adoption of the 
Common Market agricultural policy would not be in 
the best interests of Britain or British agriculture and 
horticulture. 


There was then only time for four or five questions 


from the M.P.s and these suggested that, whether we 
joined the Common Market or not, the pressure of 
world food surpluses would force us to revise our 
present agricultural support system and the N.F.U. 
should face that fact. 

understand that Mr. Woolley replied that the Union 
was flexible in its approach to the methods of operating 
the guarantees but was firmly convinced of the need 
to adhere to the principles of the 1947 Act. 


Then came the words which have led to the misunder- 


standing. The meeting was in private and we have to 
rely on the memory of those present, but Mr, Woolley 


is quoted as having said: “I am not prepared te be in 
the van of the give-away brigade. The agricultural 
community would remember anyone who took the 
iead in abandoning the principles of the 1947 Act.” 


This was taken by some M.P.s as a threat of political 


action, but the record of political neutrality of the 
N.F.U. makes it unlikely that any such threat was 
intended. 


I asked Mr. Woolley to comment on these reactions. 
“It certainly was not in my mind to use threats, nor 


do I believe that the general impression at the Com- 
mittee was to that effect,” Mr. Woolley told me. “ At 
the same time, I think it is necessary that some M.P.s 
at least should appreciate how seriously we regard 
the situation and how dangerous we think it is for 
people to be making, without sufficiently deep con- 
sideration and knowledge, suggestions which could 
seriously prejudice the future of British agriculture. 


“We have happy and good relations with M.P.s and 


appreciate very much the help that we get from them. 
At the same time, there are some who should take note 
of how we feel about people talking somewhat airily 
and dangerously on matters which seriously affect our 
interests.”

PREMIER’S STATEMENT ON 
COMMON MARKET SOON 


Stern Economic Measures Expected 


R. HAROLD MACMILLAN, the Prime Minister, has now disclosed 
publicly that he intends to make a statement on the Common Market 
before Parliament adjourns for the Summer Recess in a fortnight’s 

time. Although there has been a significant move of Parliamentary opinion 
against British entry, following upon Commonwealth reactions of the past 
month, it is expected that the Prime Minister will announce his intention of 
entering into discussions with the Common Market Governments. 


Mr. Macmillan would not go any 
further than this when he addressed a 
private meeting of the Conservative 1922 
Committee in the Commons on Thursday. 
But M.P.s got the impression that the 
Prime Minister is now of the opinion that 
our economic difficulties would worsen if 
we remained isolated from Europe 

It is noteworthy that these remarks on 
the Common Market came at the end of 
a speech which was mainly devoted to the 
immediate economic crisis.

Meanwhile, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer is expected to announce 
stern new economic measures next 
week. By that time the Finance Bill 
will have received the Royal Assent 
and will thus have armed the Chan- 
cellor with his new economic “ regula- 
tors.” 

The first of these will enable him to 
raise purchase tax and excise duties by

SEEDS STANDARDS 


International Co-operation 
Advocated at Cambridge 


SUGGESTION that rules for 

certification of seeds must become 
internationally observed was made at the 
annual general mecting of the National 
Institute of Agricultural Botany at Cam- 
bridge on Friday by M. J. Bustarret, 
Director General of the National Institute 
for Agronomic Research in France. 

He said that a situation had developed 
in which half the wheat grown in Britain 
was a French variety—Cappelle—and a 
great deal of the forage production in 
France was from Aberystwyth = seeds. 
This made international co-operation in 
seeds standards essential. 

Sir Joseph Hutchinson, Professor o! 
Agr.culture at Cambridge, attacked the 
exploiters of the “ hybrid vigour racket ” 
in seeds which, he said, “is getting be- 
yond a joke.” 

These people were riding on the hybrid 
maize band wagon with the sole cbject of 
making everybody come back to them 
every time for —, stock. 


MR. D. w. F. NICHOLSON 


The death has occurred of Mr. D. W. F. 
Nicholson, who was General Secretary of 
the British Association of Pig Producers. 
Mr. Nicholson drove himself hard in his 
efforts to protect and further the inter- 
ests of pig producers and his integrity 
was widely recognized and acclaimed 


“ Reliability is the answer.” 


Drawing an analogy with dairying, Mr. 
Bennion, who is a former President ot the 
British Fricsian Society, continued: “ The 
1,000-gallon cow was the one once talked 
about. To-day a lot of people think that 
2,000 gallons should be easily available. 
I don’t agree. If we can get 1,500 gallons 
for 8-10 years we should be satisfied. 

“We need a similar conception for 
cereais to get an honest yield and 
reliable yield year after year.” 

Mr. Bennion said he was looking for- 
ward to the day when the majority of 
farmers were less apathetic in the choice 
of seeds. 

As a result certain varieties of cereals 
and potatoes were grown almost exclu- 
sively over wide areas without regard to 
individual requirements. As for grass and 
clover seed, far too many farmers. still 
ordered by the acre and left the selection 
of mixture to the merchant. 


Cheap at the Price 


The International Seeds Year, he said, 
would be a success if it only resulted in 
producers realizing that “good seed is 
cheap at a good price, and cheap seed is 
seldom good at any price. 

Mr. Gwilym Evans, Deputy Director 
of the Welsh Plant Breeding Station, re- 
ported that a recent survey showed that in 
some areas two-thirds of the seed oat sales 
made by Welsh farmers’ societies were of 
varieties not on the Cambridge List. 

‘This situation points to the need for 
an officially recommended list for Wales to 
take full account of the different levels of 
natural fertility not doctored-up fertility, 
and local climatic conditions,” said Mr. 
Evans. 

It was good news, he added, that the 
National Institute of Agricultural Botany 
actually have a Welsh farm in mind to 
function as a sub-centre to Cambridge.

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British Grassland Society Scottish Tour 


FROM HEATHER GRASS 
LOW COST 


AST acreages of heather-clad highland areas in Scotland could be used 
successfully as extensive grazing with little expense or trouble. So said 
Mr..A. Watt Taylor, of Pennan, on the North-East border of Aberdeen- 

shire and Banff, when the British Grassland Society visited him last week. And 
his words are backed by the success of his own pioneering work on the hill. 


Mr. Watt Taylor has 3,000 acres at 
Pennan and of this he has reclaimed 1,000 
acres of virgin heather either by ploughing 
or surface seeding. Here he ranches over 
400 breeding cows and their calves all 
year. After weaning, calves go to another 
farm. 

Where at all possible, ploughing is pre- 
ferred to surface seeding. The original 
heather-dominant vegetation is turned 
under with a caterpillar tractor and prairie 
buster plough. 


Well Fed 


Three tons of ground ‘limestone are 
applied initially with a further two tons 
three years later. Before sowing, the seed 
bed gets 10cwt per acre of ground mineral 
phosphate and 4}cwt of a low-nitrogen 
compound. Two to three years later, 
10cwt of basic slag are applied. 

An interesting point—particularly 
from the cost point of view—is that no 
internal fencing is erected at this stage. 
A typical initial seed mixture is: 7Ib 

early perennial ryegrass, 7lb §.23, Slb 
Danish cocksfoot, S5lb $.143, 4lb Scots 
timothy, 2$lb N. Zealand mother white 
clover and Ib Kent wild white. 

Since 1950 about 100 acres of heather 
have been reclaimed each year and now 
the plough is going round again at the 
rate of about 60 acres each year. 

On the second ploughing, when a fur- 
ther 2 tons per acre of ground limestone 
are wed a fence is erscted. The area 


is then used for growing oats which are 
cut with a binder at the milky stage to 
make green oat hay for winter feed on the 
hill. 

The oat crop gets 2cwt of a compound and 
it is undersown with a cockle park type 
grass seeds mixture and Scwt of potassic

Fewer Scottish 
Seed Potatoes 


EWER seed potatoes are likely to be 

grown in Scotland this year. Pro- 
visional figures of entries for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s seed potato 
inspection scheme this year show a total 
of 73,000 acres—9,000 less than in 1960. 

Mr. C. Young, Shielhill, Dundee, said 
after a meeting of the Scottish N.F.U. 
potato committee in Edinburgh on Thurs- 
day that he was disturbed to note this 
drop. The sced trade was of the utmost 
importance to the Scottish potato industry 
and last year a record quanuty—amount- 
ing to 352,500 tons—had been sent south 
to customers in England and Wales. 

Changes in the regulations governing 
trade in seed potatoes will come into effect 
on August 1, said Mr. Young. 

The present situation is that there is a 
tolerance of 3 per cent permitted for pota- 
toes in a particular consignment which do 
not conform to the statement of variety 
made by the seller. From August | the 
tolerance will be reduced to 1.5 per cent 
for certified seed potatoes. 

There will also be new requirements 
which mean that sellers will have to pro- 
vide information and give details of treat- 
ments which have been applied to seed 
potatoes to control pests or diseases, o1 
as sprout depressants.

Tile drainage and heavy liming and 
slagging appear to be the key to success 
Some of the reclaimed area has now re- 
czived six tons per acre of ground lime- 
stone and tliree tons of magnesian lime- 
stone. About 100 tons of basic slag is 
used on the unit each year. 

Some 150-200 acres are re-pioughed 
annually and put straight back to grass 
The policy is to sow the permanent mix- 
ture at the heavy rate of 38Ib per acre 
under 4lb of Giant rape and 25]b to 30Ib 
of Westerwolths ryegrass. The latter, 
which matures quickly, is cut for silage 
before it reaches an advanced stage. 


Immense Courts 


Some 4,000 tons of tightly consoli- 
dated silage are made each year in huge 
clamps running down the centre of two 
immense courts like aeroplane hangars. 

The largest of these two courts 
measures 240ft x 120ft and has cattle pens 
of sufficient capacity to hold 120 cows 
and their calves on either side of the 
silage. The latter is cut. and fed into 
troughs from a motorized trolley. Cal\«s 
have a creep feed area. 

The other court, similar in arrange- 
ment, will take 100 cows on either side of 
the silage. Cattle remain in these courts 
until they can be turned out in mid-May

52,000 KENT SHOW 


Two Days’ Rain No Deterrent—Attendance 
Up 10,000 on Last Year 


ESPITE heavy rain at times on both days, this year’s Kent Show at 
Maidstone attracted more than 52,000 people—10,000 up on last year. 
This encouraging attendance must weigh heavily in the minds of the 


Show Council, at present considering future plans. 


For one of their problems 


is to decide whether the Show should continue on its present site at Mote Park, 


or to consider moving to pastures new. 

The 35-acre Mote Park site is convenient 
and close to the centre of Maidstone, but 
it offers little scane for expansion. It is also 
believed that, were the lease to be continued, 
heavy expenditure on permanent roads would 
be needed 

It is understood that several alternatives 
are being considered, among them Detling 
aerodrome, which lies on high ground a few 
miles out of the town. 

But new sites were not uppermost in the 
minds of many of those at Wednesday’s open- 
ing of this year’s show. As always at a 
show close after the Royal, breeders and 
stockmen wondered how many Cambridge 
champions would topple from their thrones. 


First to Go 

First to go was in the Beef Shorthorn ring, 
where the mighty Bapton Silver King had 
to stand down to a cow from Mr, A, W. 
Bourner, that had been breed champion at 
Surrey show last year and this, but was 
not taken to Cambridge. 

Aberdeen-Angus provided a good show of 
iemales, among them a tour-year-old from 
Miss Audrey Dolemore’s 14-cow herd that 
went from strength to strength as the day 
progressed. As well as winning the breed 
rosette, she was later judged best of the 
beef breeds, and finally supreme beast in the 
show. 

But overall, as a beef display, it was the 
Sussex that caught the eve. “ Best classes 
seen this vear,” was a common summing-up. 

The judge, Mr. S. J. Comber, said he 
“went for quality—not for the very big type 
seen in some classes.” 

Col. Harker’s breed champion was a cow 
bred in the Worten herd, which he bought as 
a whole four years ago and amalgamated 
with his own Harrietsham herd. Now 200- 
strong, the herd is looked after by 70-year- 
old Mr. Steve Morphett, who has had over 
20 years with the Worten stock. 


Latest Move 

Latest development on Col. Harker’s 1,200- 
acre farm is haylage. Two storage towers 
have been built, and it is planned that one 
man will put through two batches a year of 
300 cattle, reaching 10}cwt at 17 months. 

The reserve champion, Messrs. Wright's 
Royal Show heifer, the judge though a bit 
overdone. Messrs. Wright keep 170 breed- 
ing cows on 1,500 acres, and have never sold 
a female for breeding. 

Inter-breed dairy female award went to an 


Ayrshire, Mr. Bullough’s young cow that 
calved at the Bath and West. Mr. Bullough 
has exhibited at seven shows this year and 
led the breed at six of them. 

Guernseys, numerically strongest of the 
dairy breeds, were led by the late Mrs. D. M. 
Wainwright's Hadham Sunspot 16th, repeat- 
ing her success of last year. Sunspot gave 
12,7001b at 5.24 with her last calf. 

Also for the second year running, a repre- 
sentative of Mr. Michael Richards’ Woodhall 
herd headed the Jerseys. Six came to the 
show, and each got a ticket, including three 
firsts. 

Dairy Shorthorn classes provided another 
triumph for Mr. Hugh Haldin.

The rain started on Friday, continued 
through the night and had not stopped when 
the show began. Permission was given for 
stock to leave the show immediately after 
lunch, but, even so, tractors were needed to 
tow the cattle trucks through the mud. 

There were many absentees among the live 
stock—some of the cattle classes were reduced 
to single animals. 

A few breeds, however—notably British 
Friesians and Ayrshires, managed good 
parades in most classes, while the sheep sec- 
tion included an exceptionally big turnout of 
the blue-faced Border Leicesters. The show 
is bound to result in a financial loss.

of wheat is discovered which will make a 

great impact on farming. In fact it has 
happened only twice in the last 20 years, 
first by the introduction of Bersee immediately 
before the war and, more recently, by Cappelle 
introduced in 1950. There was a gap of 12 
years between these two and it looks as if an 
even longer time will elapse between the 
introduction of Cappelle and its most serious 
rival. During this period numerous new 
varieties have been publicised, many of which 
have had a short-lived glory and have now 
disappeared from the scene. In some ways 
it is right that new varieties should be boldly 
announced and that, in addition to their 
appearing in the National Trials, they should 
be tried under normal farming conditions 
because, however well run the trials may 
be, they can never exactly imitate the varied 
farming conditions. Some people must be 
the guinea-pigs for the good of the whole. 
On the other hand those who argue ‘that too 
much publicity is sometimes given to new 
varieties at the expense of the existing ones 
may well be right. 


Disease Resistance 

The amazing continued success of Cappelle 
which still captures about 70% of the national 
winter wheat acreage is worth further con- 
sideration. The reasons for its success are 
numerous and it is probable that not all of 
them are appreciated. One interesting sug- 
gestion has been advanced that it is because 


[: is only on rare occasions that a variety 


Cappelle has only a “ second class resistance ” 
to all the major faults of wheat. One or two 
other modern varieties which, on intro- 
duction, appeared to have a “first class 
resistance ” to yellow rust, for example, have 
later been seriously overcome by a new 
race of this disease whereas Cappelle, which 
is slightly susceptible to a known race of 
yellow rust, has not become susceptible to 
the more virulent type. 

It is argued that it is somewhat akin to 
the injection in human beings of small 
amounts of small-pox and polio as defences 
against these diseases. In other words 
Cappelle has a small infection which prevents 
it subsequently having major ones. 


“Take All’’ Resistance 

Perhaps one of the greatest advances of 
Cappelle is that it resists “take all and 
eyespot.”” Cappelle was deliberately bred 
against this by introducing the fungus to all 
new crosses over a period of a number of 
years. The result was that Cappelle showed 
remarkable resistance to this disease which 
is prevalent in a more of less degree in almost 
all wheat-growing areas and areas where 
grasses come in the rotation. Cappelle is 
still outstanding in this resistance and has yet 
to be exceeded by any other variety. 


Choice of Variety 

Growers are well advised to continue to 
choose this variety for most of their acreage, 
and there is no better way of ensuring that 


the right stock is used than by sowing authen- 
tic pedigree seed on at least a proportion of 
their farm. This is particularly true this 
season after the very difficult conditions for 
autumn sowing in 1960. There is little 
doubt that there will"be a shortage of first 
grade stocks of Cappelle grown from hot- 
water treated seed, 


Loose Smut 

Now that it is known that Cappelle can 
receive loose smut, it is essential to start with 
hot-water treated seed to minimise its occur- 
rence in subsequent generations. Whilst 
loose smut looks serious in June or July, 
its actual effect on the ultimate yield is not 
nearly so serious as some other diseases which 
show up less.

There are very few national houses who are 
equipped to give this treatment to the seed 
and the acreage of it available will be distinctly 
limited. No doubt prices are already available 
from the leading pedigree houses, and the 
present time is not too soon to consider 
placing an order for that field with a clean 
rotation which you know will be coming up 
for pedigree seed next autumn. Orders are 
being placed early for this quality seed, not 
only because the Farmer is aware of the 
anticipated shortage of good seed but also to 
take advantage of the early booking dis- 
counts offered.

As a practitioner on the “inside” I can 
recount numerous instances of heart- 
breaking hardship. Take Pat, for in- 
stance. Just six months ago Pat was 
forging ahead slowly but certainly. On 
his 26 acres and a capital of just £800 
he had very little scope, but by judicious 
buying of in-pig sows and selling the 
piglets as weaners, coupled with some 
dealing, he was making a go of it. 

Suddenly, his pigs started to die. Swine 
fever was confirmed, and in less than 
a month 90 per cent of his capital had 
disappeared. He has started again, this 
time using only vaccinated pigs; but one 
can safely say that swine fever has set 
him back at least three years. Of course 
he ought to have been vaccinating, but 
his fragile economic state had made him 
take the risk. 

Many are the other stories of wanton loss. 
The trouble is that whereas the crystal 
violet vaccine is excellent, most people 
who sell weaners don’t use it, and pur- 
chasers cannot use it in case the pigs 
are incubating the virus. The result is 
that most commercial pigmen up and 
down the country run a perpetual risk.

N fact, at the moment we are in the 
throes of a bad local outbreak of swine 
fever, and one of my best clients has 
just had the disease confirmed on his 
premises. 

This particular client is one of the straight- 
est and most courteous men I know, and 
he has copped the disease only because 
of the unscrupulousness of one of the 
“get shut” school, in other words, the 
breed of man who gets out of his 
trouble by loading it on to someone else. 

In good faith, the client bought a pen of 
store pigs at the local auction, and it 
now transpires that these pigs were en- 
tered from a farm where pigs were 
dying like flies, and had been for some 
time. The marketed pen comprised the 
only apparently normal pigs remaining 
in the vendor’s herd 

My client has a herd of over 500, and only 

his 62 breeding sows are protected by 

crystal violet vaccine. This means he is 
faced with a potential capital loss of at 


What a wonderful scheme this 


least a thousand pounds together with 
no end of inconvenience. The position 
is all the more maddening because these 
were the first pigs my client had bought 
from an auction for several years. 

It seems wrong to me somehow that the 
person who sold the ailing pigs should 
get away with it, but he looks like doing 
just that. Evidently, before action can 
be taken against him, it is necessary to 
prove that he knew the pigs were ailing 
when he sold them.

QUESTION I am asked trme and 
time again is, “ where does the disease 
come from in the first place?” 

It would be difficult to pinpoint the very 
first place, but when it flares up with 
no apparent contact with diseased pigs, 
the virus (the disease is caused by a 
virus) usually emanates from unboiled 
bacon swill. The virus can live in the 
marrow of the swill bones for up to 15 
days, and if the bones are frozen, for 
several months 

The other, though less likely, sources are 
the clothes, hands and feet of a visitor. 
I say less likely because the virus of 
swine fever becomes innocuous in dung 
and contaminated soil within 24 hours.

In addition, it is easily destroyed by sun- 
light and disinfectants, and incidentally 
the best and certainly the most suitable 
and economical disinfectant to use in 
cleaning up infected pens is a 5 per 
cent solution of caustic soda. 

In order to persist and keep strong the 
virus must have a pig or pigs to live 
and grow in. After being eaten by an 
unaffected pig the virus can take any- 
thing up to a month to become strong 
enough to produce its effect. 

Broadly speaking, when the virus in- 
vades an unprotected pig, it produces 
a blood poisoning, and causes minute 
hemorrhages all over the pig’s body. 
This overall damage allows secondary 
germs to move in and as a result pneu- 
monia, peritonitis and enteritis may 
develop 

Symptoms vary in character and intensity 
with the strain of the bug, but I would 

say that the best practical tip for a pig-

Fed-up with fears of Swine Fever?

you have pigs dying, despite good hus- 
bandry, especially where the deaths per- 
sist, always suspect swine fever, unless 
of course you have a self-contained vac- 
cinated herd.

“drunken” pig swaying uncertainly on 
its hind legs. 

If this drunkenness is coupled with hard, 
bloodstained faces or loose, foul-smell- 
ing diarrhoea, then a diagnosis of swine 
fever is almost certain to be correct. 
So, if ever you are getting pig deaths 
for no apparent reason in a non-vac- 
cinated herd—suspect swine fever. 

Just occasionally where the virus is not a 
strong one I have seen pigs recovering 
from swine fever, but of course such 
pigs remain “carriers” and are liable 
to flare the disease up among healthy 
pigs. 


* * * 


HAT’S got to be done about it from 

a practical point of view? Well, my 
advice is this. Between now and the 
end of the year vaccinate as many of 
your pigs as possible. Adult pigs can 
be’ done any time and the piglets can 
be done at the age of four weeks. The 
crystal violet vaccine is an excellent one, 
and you can take it that intensification 
or vaccination will be an integral part 
of the Ministry’s eradication scheme. 


Disregard the rumours and stories of 
vaccine breakdowns. In practically 
every case the reason for the break- 
down has been that the vaccine used 
has been of foreign origin and has not 
been Mimstry vaccine. 

If at all possible, breed your own pigs and 
keep the herd self-contained. This is 
the best way of all to make pig-keeping 
pay, in any case. If you can’t breed your 
own, buy weaners that have been vac- 
cinated at least 28 days before being 
offered for sale. 

In several counties veterinary surgeons 
and auctioneers are co-operating to 
create a reasonable supply of such vac- 
cinated pigs; they can be bought now 
and their numbers are sure to increase 
in the future.

But with compensation payable after Octo- 
ber 1 I'd say the future for the pig 
breeder is brighter than ever before. If 
he couples this wonderful insurance 
with sensible housing, careful feeding 
and perhaps vaccination against swine 
erisypelas, he can’t go wrong: 


A 
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N farms where early potatoes 

form an important root crop, 

ground cleared of them between 
mid-June and mid-August gives some 
opportunity for catch-cropping. These 
early potatoes are often followed by 
kale. On potato land which becomes 
available towards the end of July or 
cereal land during the first few days of 
August, green turnips will be broadcast. 

The prime purpose of these crops is to 
provide green fodder in the following 
March and be cleared in time to permit 
sowing of spring corn. Our trials at 
Manchester suggest some alternative crops 
which can either be sold or fed to stock. 

Experiments made last spring suggest 
that other types of brassica may be even 
more useful than kale or turnips in pro- 
viding spring fodder. A wide variety of 
brassica crops were sown on July 7 and 
20 and the seedlings transplanted on 
August 12 and August 24. 

The table shows the dates on which 
flower buds (curds in the broccoli) became 
visible on 75 per cent of the plants in the 
following spring. If it is a¢cepted that 
the value as fodder of these crops de- 
creases when flowering occurs, then we 
may conclude that they would be avail- 
able for use up to about a week later than 
the dates shown in the table. 


Spring Sale 

A large proportion of the autumn and 
winter cabbage sown on July 7 and trans- 
planted on August 12 attained maturity 
during November and December, and if 
not sold could have been more economic- 
ally utilized then than during the follow- 
ing spring. 

The “spring” cabbage from both sow- 
ings would have been readily saleable in 
a semi-hearted state in the late autumn. 
The kohl rabi which came to flower at 
almost exactly the same time as green 
turnip produced extraordinarily _ little 
green fodder and their main value lay in 
their swollen stems. They offer no 
advantage over turnips and both 
ceased to be usable at the same time. 

Marrowstem kale is insufficiently hardy 
to be reliable, although it survived the 
mild winter of 1959/60 well. 

But the other kales and the sprouting

two months. All these types are extremely 
hardy. Thus Midsummer broccoli could 
be utilized as fodder at any time up to 
the end of May. 

The advantage, however, of a carefully 
chosen range of types coming to flower 
in succession is that it allows any saleable 
produce to be sold and any which is un- 
saleable to be cut for fodder or strip 
grazed. 


A Problem 


One special point to note is that later 
sowing and planting has little effect on the 
date of subsequent flowering. The only 
consistent effect is with the cabbage, 
where a fortnight’s delay in sowing has on 
the average delayed the appearance of 
flower buds by about a week. 


It is clear, therefore, that even in the 
North of England a variety of brassicae 


potatoes to provide fodder over an ex- 
tended period in the spring. 

This solves the problem of supplying 
late green fodder, but raises the 
problem of what is to follow such a crop. 
Cleared too late to allow sowing of spring 
corn, and in a dry spring with the soil 
water seriously depleted, no easy solution 
of the problem is evident. Direct reseed- 
ing would —— to be the most satis- 
factory way of bringing an area occupied 
by these catch crops back into the normal 
rotation. 

One type of brassica which we grew 
has not been mentioned. It is a type 
of wild, if not indigenous, cabbage; this, 
when sown in July and transplanted in 
August, 1959, remained vegetative 
throughout the whole of 1960 and only in 
April, 1961 showed flower buds. This 
cabbage could have been utilized as fod- 
der at any time over the eighteen months

The popular 


CC Siaets to thei has been rife lately over the relation of birth weight of 


idea, backed up by statistics, seems to be that the 34-4lb weight range 


is the target to be aimed for as giving the best results. 


The eight years’ experi- 


ence I have had as herdswoman to Large White breeding pigs have led me to 


question this. The reasons are based 
on careful observation of many litters 
from birth to weaning at eight weeks, 
when our pigs are sold to local 
fatteners. 

Give me a litter of 10 to 12 medium- 
sized, vigorous, even, piglets averaging 
3lb in weight. In my view they are the 
ones which go ahead right from the start, 
weigh out healthiest and heaviest at eight 
weeks, and make early bacon. 

From a practical point of view, how 
do you produce heavy piglets? 


On Velvet 


You feed your sow the best possible 
ration, house her in a porcine Bucking- 
ham Palace, and sit back confidently wait- 
ing your four-pounders. 

What do you get? 

Twenty tiddlers and a headache won- 
dering how to rear the surplus ones. Or 
perhaps six near-baconers in the farrow- 
ing pen and the sow with several teats to 
spare. Veterinary science may be able to 
assure your cow of twins, but it can’t yet 
dictate the size and weight of your litters. 

As a pupil midwife, I was taught that a 
baby over 9b was a disadvantage both 
from the mother’s point of view and from 
the child’s. I didn’t really believe this 
until with pride I helped deliver an 11- 
pounder. In relation to a normal-sized 
child his weight loss on birth weight over 
the first few weeks was most disappoint- 
ing, and quite soon the smaller babies

had overtaken him. I think it must be 
the same with pigs. 

Purely from the piglets’ point of view 
there are a number of disadvantages in 
excessive size. There is the greater 
depreciation on birth-weight I mentioned 
earlier. A large frame takes more food 
to keep it well covered and to produce in 
the first days of life the layer of fat 
necessary for warmth. 

The sow has her own particular maxi- 
mum milk output irrespective of the birth 
size of her offspring. It follows, therefore, 
that the milk will do most good to the 
smaller-framed animal which will keep up 
its body temperature and have plenty of 
food left for growth, which the gradually 
increasing milk supply will maintain. 


Milk Barred 

Indeed, if the farrowing has been a 
difficult one and damage to the sow follows 
the milk supply may be seriously im- 
paired. Here the “cobbier ” type of pig- 
let is better able to cope. 

If in the meantime scouring occurs 
amongst the litter it is the undersized and 
the large who suffer from dehydration, 
whilst the middle sort again pull through. 

The skull bones of every young animal 
are not rigid at the time of birth, but allow 
a certain amount of “give” so that the 
head can mould to the shape of the birth

animal is nervous or the hormonal change- 
over is not complete, only a partial re- 


laxation may take place. With the larger 
skulled heavier piglet this is not enough 
and skull damage to some extent is inevit- 
able. If the respiratory centre of the brain 
is affected the piglet may never breathe 
at all. 


Noisy Nippers 
Most people must have met the 
“squeaker” who disturbs the sow and 

generally gets dispatched pretty quickly. 

The piglet with ceaseless shaking of the 

head probably meets the same fate, but 

both these abnormalities are the result of 
brain damage during birth. 

We have even had a whole litter of 
spastics which maddened the sow with 
a shrill squeaking and were irritable and 
stupid to such a degree that they had to 
be held individually on the teats to feed. 
Unless they were kept together under the 
lamp by a triangular board, they strayed 
away into cold corners to die. 

Glucose injections, warmth and care 
help these sufferers, but what a waste of 
time and patience! 

Give me the sensible three-pounder 
which gets on quickly and efficiently with 
the job of stripping the sow’s teats. 

There must be lesser degrees of this 
spastic condition, too, because big piglets 
seem to fight more over the teats and do 
less actual feeding. 

In fact, why shorten the working life 
of a good sow by extra wear and tear 
in trying to produce a piglet in utero 
whose extra weight may actually be a 
hindrance, when with good management 
you can more than make up for the defi- 
ciency after birth?

The Board of Trade has steadily pur- 
sued a policy of buying in the bargain 
basement irrespective of what damage 
this may cause elsewhere, in the mistaken 
belief that anything that is cheap must be 
good for this country as a whole. 

This sort of thinking helped to bring 
about the great slump of the 30’s and it 
is at present reducing the purchasing 
powers of ourselves and the Common- 
wealth farmers who in turn cannot buy 
sufficient industrial goods. (Hence the 
Canadian dollar devaluation and import 
tariffs and restrictions in New Zealand.) 


Cap in Hand 

The Board of Trade has not got to foot 
the bill—that is left to the Minister of 
Agriculture, who must go cap in hand to 
the Commons and answer for the sins of 
the Board of Trade; the present serious 
trade gap of almost £3 million per day 
is proof of the wrong policy of the Board 
of Trade. 

What is required is that the licensing 
of these imports which may be a liability 
to the taxpayer should be in the hands of 
the Ministry of Agriculture as the depart- 
ment more intimately concerned. 

After all, if we were to join the 
E.E.C. this is exactly what would hap- 
pen: temporary total suspension of 
imports if and when the interest of the 
home producer were threatened.

53,000 tons of barley to this country in 
the first quarter of this year instead of 
the customary 250,000 tons? 


Old-fashioned 


It is fashionable to talk about a big 
market—surely the Empire (what an old- 
fashioned word) Free Trade Area was the 
biggest? Our shipbuilding and shipping 
industries will not earn very much out 
of shipping across the channel, compared 
with the trade within the Empire.

Lord Walston claimed that British 
fertilizer prices were too high, because 
imported fertilizers could bear a £4 per 
ton tariff duty and then undersell the 
home product. 
Lord Waldegrave said that these were 
“1 temporary surpluses sold at much below 
the cost of production. 
Modern fertilizer plants in the U.S.A. 
and Italy can produce sulphate of 
: ammonia at £10 to £12 per ton and still 
make a satisfactory profit. For two years 
the U.S.A. price has never risen over £12 
per ton in bulk f.o.b. and the manufac- 
turers have not complained. 


Unrealistic 


Actually the imported price of ferti- 
lizers is the free price on the world mar- 
ket, and this is likely to fall rather than 
rise. Our fertilizer prices are at quite 
unrealistic high levels, which can only 
be sustained by the £4 per ton tariff 
which amounts to 334 per cent ad 
valorem on sulphate of ammonia. 

Lord Waldegrave was also quite wrong 
in his reply, when he said no application 
for the removal of tariff duties had been 
made by users to the Government. In 
fact an application for the removal of the 
duty on sulphate of ammonia was made 
on May 15, 1958, and accepted as a prima 
facie case for investigation by the Board 
of Trade on Aug. 13, 1958.

Much Harsher 


T is interesting to see that Prof. 
Nash (July 4, p. 121) dislikes milk 
quotas—in this he seems t) be in 
disagreement with Mr. Jawetz of his 
own department who has been advo- 
cating a rigid quota. In fact we 
were not advocating quotas but 
merely trying to find the least harm- 
ful one if quotas are forced on the 
M.M.B. 


Prof. Nash also thinks that the penalty 
under the flexible quota is not strong 
enough to discourage production of 
more milk. 


In fact, a penalty of about £90 for 
each extra cow (and a similar bonus for 
each one less) is surely quite a large 
disincentive. It would also be borne 
over two or three years—not .wenty as 
suggested. 


Produce More 


Prof. Nash would apparently jy. fer a flat 
rate reduction in milk prices. This is a 
harsher alternative and it might even 
encourage farmers (in the short run) to 
produce more milk to maintain their 
incomes. A flexible quota would almost 
certainly be more effective. 

Mr. Cox’s idea of a quota per cow is 
interesting, but would be liable to abuse. 
An extra cow could be worth £70 and 
this would encourage farmers with high 
yielding herds to keep or even to buy 
scrub cows. This system would also be 
harsh on the small farmer who tried to 
make up for lack of room by keeping 
high-yielding cows. It would also dis- 
courage breeding of better stock.

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Law and Taxation 


LET BUT NOT LOST 
We don’t need one of our workers’ houses 
at present. Can we let it (furnished?) 
in such a way as to be able to regain 
possession on 6 or 12 months’ notice 
if needed?—X. 
You can let it, furnished or unfurnished, 
on any terms and for any period; subject 
to this, that if you let it not for a fixed 
term but on a tenancy which has to be 
terminated by notice to quit, the notice 
must be of at least four weeks. There 
would be no advantage in letting it fur- 
nished; in fact it would be better not to, 
as rent control still affects some furnished 
lettings.—Jurist. 


ANOTHER FELLER 


Where the hedgerow timber is reserved to 
the landlord may his agent sign a con- 
tract with a timber merchant for felling, 
without telling the tenant?—xX., 

Where the landlord reserves the trees or 
timber, he not only has the right to enter 
and fell such trees or timber, but he can 
also authorize any other person to do so. 
Therefore, on the facts as stated by you, 
the landlord is within his rights, Neither 
he nor the timber merchant need consult 
the tenant as to felling dates, or time to 
be given for clearing away the timber after 
felling.

DIGGING UP THE PAST

It is not only a custom but a 
legal presumption (in the absence of evi- 
dence to the contrary) that, where two 
properties are divided by a hedge and 
ditch, the boundary is the edge of the 
ditch furthest from the hedge. This 
arises from the old practice of digging a 
ditch along the boundary of one’s land, 
when the spoil had clearly to be thrown 
back on to the land of the digger, forming 
a mound on which a hedge was then 
planted.—Legis.

In winter would it be safe to cut 4 to 5 
day’s supply of silage all at one 
time?—V. D. (Co. Wicklow). 
Assuming that the cut silage is kept under 
cover and not subject to contamination 
from dirt and bad weather, it will be quite 
safe to cut 4 or 5 Ay supply at once as

SUMMER MILK 


What weight of concentrates per gallon 
should be fed to grazing cows in sum- 
mer?—E. B. (Lancs). 

With a high-quality ration containing 

mainly barley or maize for the cereal part 

you should feed 34lb per gallon. Where 

a high proportion of oats or beet pulp is 

used as the cereal it is necessary to feed 

4lb per gallon. Proprietary balanced con- 
centrates are on the market of varying 
qualities and the firms supplying them 
will recommend the appropriate rate for 
the particular type. On grass during 
summer a 4lb per gallon type is usually 

to be preferred, feeding for milk over 4 

gallons per cow per day in early summer 

and over 2-3 gallons “mer id the peak 
season has passed.—J. 


BUYING FOR WINTER 


Which would be the better buy for en- 
siling, stout grains at 58s a ton or ale 
grains at 62s?—E. H. (Berks). 

The principal variations in the value of 
wet grains results from variations in mois- 
ture content. Generally the higher the 
dry matter content the higher the feeding 
value. Such figures as exist suggest that 
the ale grains would be the better buy of 
the two.—R. J. H.

SUN THEIR UNDOING 


A field has become badly infested with 
dock (and couch). I propose to plough 
and re-seed. Please advise—W. 4.

The eradication of docks always presents 
problems but good results have followed 
repeated rotavating gradually increasing 
the depth of rotavation and this method 
is particularly effective in dry weather. 
Failing rotavation, bastard fallow, which 
means ploughing now and cultivating

weather prior to sowing down about mid- 
August. This is the only method of effec- 
tively dealing with both docks and 
couch. Sow in mid-August under a nurse 
crop of 10lb per acre Italian ryegrass 
after liming and fertilizing according to 
the requirements of the soil. You will 
then secure a light grazing this autumn 
and a cut for silage can be taken next 
spring.—H. I. M. 


SOAP AND SODA 


What can I do about mildewed goose- 
berries? My sprayings have not helped 
in any way.—G. S. (Staffs). 

Once gooseberry fruits have become 

covered with mildew the only effective 

treatment is to spray thoroughly with a 

wash made of 2lb washing soda and Ilb 

soft soap to 10 gallons of water. If soft 
water is used the soft soap may be re- 
duced to $lb. Lime-sulphur sprays are 
the usual preventive, starting just before 
the gooseberry flowers open. The 
strength varies with the variety of goose- 
berry: 1 gallon to 40 of water for 

Whinham’s Industry, 1 in 60 for several 

others, and 1 in 100 for sulphur-shy 

varieties. Some, such as Leveller and 

Yellow Rough, should receive colloidal 

sulphur instead of lime sulphur in the 

spray.—W. G. K. 


“SURE TO DIE” 


Despite the saying on the subject, cutting 
in Fuly does not seem to kill thistles. 
As I have no implements, what do you 
advise for a pasture where they and 
nettles are?—S. M. (Lancs). 

I am afraid repeated cutting of the thistles 

will be necessary to control them and this 

must be followed up by slagging and 
heavy stocking to ensure the spread of 
white clover. Give good grazing and so 
keep the thistles down. Since you have 
no equipment why not get a contractor to 
spray with a suitable herbicide incorpor- 
ating M.C.P.B. when the plants are 4-6in 
high.—H. I. M.

effectively mating with the geese. You 

did not mention the age of the gander or 

whether the geese have access to swim- 

ming water (heavy breeds of geese do 
better as regards fertility when they have 
access to water). A breeders’ quality 
pellet is better for the geese than an 
ordinary layers’ one during the breeding 
season. However, I would suspect the 
gander to be the cause of the trouble in 
this case.—H. R. C. K. 


FEED AND BREED 


At what ages are young geese and ducks 
ready for the table? Are drakes and 
ganders all right ed breeding in their 
first year?—-R. S. (Oxon). 

Table ducklings, in order to be profitable, 

should be killed at 8-9 weeks of age. 

Spring-hatched geese can be killed at 

- Michaelmas, or at Christmas when they 

will be mature and well fattened. Drakes 

are quite all right for use in their first 
year but ganders are not always reliable, 
although if the pen is mated up early in 
the season, i.e., before Christmas, young 
ganders can prove to be quite satisfac- 
tory.—H. R. C. K.

Please advise on the purchase of a dog 
to deter poultry thieves—W. S.

A dog that would attack any would-be 

poultry thief is undoubtedly a strong 

deterrent to stealing. It should be re- 
membered, however, that you will be liable 
for damages if the dog bites anyone who 
enters your premises “for lawful pur- 
poses ”’—postman, commercial travellers, 
your own staff, etc. It is fairly easy to 
find dogs that will attack any one on 
sight, but not nearly so easy to find those 
which will attack trespassers at night and 
which are also safe to handle and have 
around the place. With more details of 
the conditions under which the dog would 
be kept, I could help you more.—J. H. 


DOES THAT DON’T 
Two New Zealand white does remain un- 
mated. What can we do to aid concep- 
tion?——M. R. (Dumfries). 
When young New Zealand White does 
have turned six months of age they should 
be quite ready for mating. If they do not 
mate it may be that the buck is at fault. 
Have you checked the buck with any other 
doe to see that he is fertile? In one such 
case it turned out that the buck was a doe, 
in fact! If he is normal he should show 
plenty of sex interest, unless he is too old. 
Feeding can be improved by adding rabbit 


breeders’ Sw or calf pencils to the 
ration.—W. K. 
FLY AWAY 


What is the recipe of your fly-repellent 
formula, suitable for horses and con- 
taining dimethyl phthalate? — F. M. 


(Berks). 
The formula was: oil of citronella 2 parts, 
essential oil of camphor 4; dimethyl 


phthalate to 20. The camphor and 
citronella oils may be increased if desired 
but they are more expensive than the di- 
methyl phthalate, so the formula given 
is the best compatible with cheapness. 
This fly repellent is intended for spray- 
ing, but could be made into a cream pro- 
vided that the product contains at least 
40 per cent of the liquid formulated above. 
The usual emulsifying agent is emulsi- 
fying wax. As the making of emulsions 


with good keeping properties is an opera- 
tion requiring considerable experience, it 
would be advisable to let your pharmacist 
do this for you.—K. J. 


ARM, misty, damp weather 


now spells “blight” in 
potatoes. The B.B.C. broadcast 
warnings, but regularly inspect your 
crops and keep a look out for the 
first signs. 


Excellent proprietary fungicides 
are available. Follow makers’ in- 
structions. 


The very first signs of blight are 
often found in plants growing on 
the old potato pies of the previous 
year. Inspect all such sites and 
destroy all plants growing there. 


In America this simple precau- 
tion has given very good results.

They have cornered 
around 25 per cent of the prepacked 
market. 

Mr. Pendry’s attitude to to-day’s 
problems is exactly right, of course. No 
matter on what scale you operate you 
should always size up your market, gear 
production to it and go in and sell. 


Further evidence that Buxted are con- 
solidating comfortably was seen the other 
day in Essex. At Rosehill Hatchery, East 
Hanningfield, I saw incubator capacity 
doubled to 160,000 a week and at 
Boreham a new processing factory, replac- 
ing Polpak’s original, will open under 
the management of Mr. John Veale in the 
autumn, at a cost of £300,000. Half of 
this outlay will be for equipment. It will 
cope with 100,000 birds a week and 
ultimately there will be cold storage for 
up to 400,000 birds.

growers—and hatching egg suppliers—in 
that area. Buxted now has over 500 
growers and I understand it is their proud 
claim that none has gone bankrupt through 
chickens.

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N the early winter of 1959 Watson 
and Margaret Steele must have been 
the most photographed farming 

couple in Britain. The near-ideal Mr. 
and Mrs. Farmer, they smiled with a mix- 
ture of modesty and pride from the pages 
of journals of many kinds. 

There was little reason for the modesty 
and much for the pride. Their Aylewards 
herd of Ayrshires had just been awarded 
the Thousand Guinea Gold Cup for the 
best recorded dairy herd in the country, 
breaking a world record in the process. 

This supreme moment was the crown- 
ing achievement of a great farming part- 
nership begun over 18 years earlier when 
a trim, brown-haired nurse became Mrs. 
Watson Steele. 

Born on a farm at Mauchline, Ayrshire, 
the land of Burns, Margaret, as the eld- 
est of several children, was expected to 
stay at home and help run the holding. 
This she did—until a call to take up 
nursing became too insistent. 

She was a determined young woman 
and, at 19, came south and enrolled as a 
probationer at the West Kent General 
Hospital, Maidstone. 


War, when it came, made little differ- 
ence to her routine. It was left to a 
young man from the country of her birth 
to do that. He had known her since 
childhood for he came from a neighbour- 
ing parish. Now he was technical fields- 
man for a leading milking machine firm. 

They married, and in April 1944 their 
first son was born, followed three years 
later by a brother. Casting around 
for a farm of their own, in six years they 
looked at some 200. The search ended at 
260-acre Aylewards Farm at Gosfield in 
Essex. 

Much of it ill-drained and sullenly wet, 
it had, significamly, carried nine occu- 
piers since 1900. But the land was 
basically good. 

The four of them entered their new 
life in May, 1952. In a sense the land 
itself entered a new life too; it is a very 
different place to-day. In September, the 
hand-picked Ayrshire cows and 
heifers began to arrive. 
were 34. (To-day there are 
hundred.) 

It was now that the pattern of Mar- 
garet’s early life fell into 


pieces of a jigsaw. Her farm up-bringing 
had provided a sound basic experience; 
the compassion which had guided her into 
one of the greatest of all women’s 
callings, made of animal husbandry not 
an exploitation but an art; the disciplined 
routine of hospital had instilled method, 
care and a distrust of “ short-cuts.” 

Adam, we read in Genesis, was given 
“an help meet.” So was Watson Steele. 

In the cow-shed they developed a 
working understanding resembling that 
of pilot and co-pilot. One stockman only 
is employed, as a relief milker and general 
assistant. 

It has been an exacting life. Rise 4.30 
a.m.; prepare the cow-shed while husband 
fetches the cows; milk and feed to an 
exact routine; wash up; feed the calves; 
breakfast 9.30. 


Then become a housewife and, especi- 
ally in the early days, a mother, till 5 p.m. 
when the evening milking starts. Do this 
365 days a year for nine years, with, until 
recently, no help in the house. And 
thrive on it. 

Drudgery? Not if you believe in the 
dignity of work, see what you are helping 
to create grow and prosper under your 
hand. Not if you can see your sons grow 
up in a way of life which is healthy for 
body, mind and spirit. (Elder son, John, 
already works on the farm and will 
be going to the Essex Farm Institute.) 

Interests need not die, and in this case

they haven’t; although some, like music 
and play-going, spend a good deal of time 
in cold storage. 

Margaret loves cooking and does it all, 
and gardening. As the fame of Aylewards 
increases so do the visitors—farmers, 
breeders, Y.F.C. judging teams (“They 
soon make themselves at home and help 
wash up,” said Margaret), men in wide 
hats from overseas—and even journalists! 


Success has brought material fruits too. 
Some farmer’s wives have to live in- 
definitely on the promise of a new cooker, 
a bathroom or some other amenity. For 
Margaret the promise is now largely fact. 
Their seventeenth century farmhouse has 
just emerged from the hands of the 
builders like a beautiful butterfly from a 
chrysalis. 

Oak panelling in hall and study . .

Choosing Your Map 


EXPECT many of you hope to explore the countryside 

while on holiday this summer, either on foot or ~~ bicycle. 

Whether you go out on day trips from home, on a 
tour making use of Youth wilt be 
doubied if you take a map with you. 

Why, you may ask. Well, first of all, maps will suggest 
Places to go: interesting villages, sandy beaches, ponds for 
the naturalist and bridges for the train spotter. They will 
contain quaint names like Hetty Pegler’s Tump and Lanyon 
— you will be curious to see what these odd things 


how to get there—not the sign- 
posted way with hordes of cars—but along quiet roads and by- 
ways. And maps will see that you do not miss anything 
imteresting just off your route. 

What kind should you buy? 

If you will be —. try Bartholomew's Half Inch series. 
On this scale, ev gr ogo inch represents a mile, so a route 
measuring nine inches on the map is 18 miles long. For a 
long tour, a quarter inch scale might be sufficient. 

For exploring on foot, buy an Ordnance Survey One Inch 
map. Every inch m on this represents a mile. Ask for 
the seventh series, the latest available for most of Britain. 

I recommend paper maps, used in a map case, rather than 
the more expensive sheets pasted on linen.

MARBLED WHITE BUTTERFLY 


HE marbled white butterfly is easily 
recognized by the black and white 
pattern on all its wings. The male and the 
female are both marked in this way, and 
the female is a little larger than her mate.
